Why  we  advise  our  customers  to  use  two-year  Rasp¬ 
berry  transplants  instead  of  CHEAPER 
PLANTS 

Raspberries  are  propagated  by  two  different  meth¬ 
ods.  With  the  black  varieties  the  usual  custom  is  to 
bury  the  tips  of  the  growing  canes  and  allow  the  tip 
to  take  root.  After  rooting  the  tip  is  severed  from 
the  parent  plant  and  becomes  a  tip  plant.  Most  vari¬ 
eties  of  Red  Raspberries  throw  up  suckers  from  the 
roots  of  growing  canes  and  when  these  are  parted 
from  the  mother  cane,  become  sucker  plants. 

Such  tip  and  sucker  plants  are  commonly  used  by 
some  nurseries  and  dealers  to  fill  orders  and  as  they 
cost  practically  nothing,  are  sold  at  very  cheap  prices. 
It  can  be  readily  understood  that  such  plants  cannot 
have  a  well  developed  root  system  or  the  vigor  or 
strength  to  mature  into  strong,  healthy,  full  crop 
bearing  plants.  At  the  very  best  there  must  be  so 
many  weaklings  among  such  plants  as  to  prevent  the 
establishment  of  a  profitable,  well  balanced  planting. 

Our  method  is  to  take  such  one  year  old  tips  and 
sucker  plants  and  set  them  out  at  proper  distances 
in  the  nursery  rows,  in  fertile  soil,  where  they  are 
cultivated  for  one  year  more  before  being  offered  for 
sale.  In  this  way  the  inferior  and  weak  plants  are 
deeded  out  and  each  remaining  plant  has  every  op¬ 
portunity  to  develop  a  thick  and  stocky  crown  with  a 
fine  well-grown  root  system,  which  rapidly  adapts  it¬ 
self  to  its  new  location  when  transplanted. 

Such  transplants  have  the  root  strength  and  inher¬ 
ent  vigor  to  produce  abundant  crops  of  full  sized 
berries  and  the  canes  have  the  bodily  structure  to 
stand  up  under  the  burden  of  their  heavy  load  of 
fruit. 

Our  berry  bushes  in  most  cases  will  be  found  bear¬ 
ing  considerable  fruit  in  the  nursery  rows  the  sum¬ 
mer  before  the  plants  are  shipped  to  our  customers. 
Thus  they  can  be  truthfully  called  bearing  age  plants 
which  are  sure  to  yield  quick  and  heavy  crops  when 
planted  by  our  customers. 

In  these  days  when  so  many  raspberry  patches  are 
infected  with  one  or  more  of  several  recently  dis¬ 
covered  serious  plant  diseases  it  is  exceedingly  im¬ 
portant  that  planters  buy  disease-free,  thrifty,  healthy 
plants,  such  as  we  guarantee  all  our  stock  to  be.

The  success  of  a  strawberry  patch  is  clue  largely  to 
the  preparation  of  the  plants  for  setting  out.  The 
best  method  is  to  cut  off  the  stems,  leaving  but  one  or 
two  of  the  smallest  leaves  and  cut  off  the  ends  of  the 
roots,  leaving  them  about  four  inches ;  this  should  be 
done  in  a  cellar  or  cool,  shady  place.  Do  not  allow 
the  crowns  of  the  plants  to  become  too  wet  before 
planting  as  they  will  rot  very  easily.  We  have  abso¬ 
lute  faith  in  our  fine  rooted  strawberry  plants  and  re¬ 
place  free  to  all  customers  advising  of  any  loss  of 
plants.
